Recently  he  had  given  a  great  deal 
of  the  liuie  to  this  subjecl,  he  «aiU, 
and  the  ether  day,  when  In  Canailu.  was 
struck  with  tUo  Ic'Sing  among  tn.'se 
best  competert  t.>  give  an  aucho'-itatlvc 
opinion  thai  if  any  change  took  place 
they  did  ivM  want  to  appeal  to  some 
new  court  oiuslde  tht-  Domlnloji.

"What  can  this  court  bar'  aal^ed  liOrd 
Haldane.  "I  have  an  impreaslo-.  that 
It  win  work  out  so  that  presently  we 
will  have  to  think  of  It  In  this  way — 
that  this  great  link  of  Empire  would 
be  further  developed,  and  that  all  op- 
peals,  whether  from  the  countries  form- 
ing a  f^Tt  of  the  King's  domalna  out- 
side these  islands,  or  from  these  Islands 
themselves,  will  be  to  the  King-ln- 
Council,  Just  as  It  has  been  proposed 
to  deal  with  Irish  appeals  In  the  Home 
Rule  Bill.  It  will  Involve  a  certain 
change  in  the  work,  as  It  will  be  far 
too  great  for  the  Judicial  committee 
as  at  present  constituted.  .supposing 
that  body  were  still  enlarged  and  an 
act  were  passed  enabling  It  tO  flit  In 
more  divisions  than  one. 

Tor  All  Empire 
"Tou  see  what  an  important  instru- 
ment we  should  have  for  solving  Im- 
perial problems."  the  Chancellor  said. 
"All  appeals  would  then  be  made  to 
the  Klng-in-Council.  and  would  be  heard 
by  the  Judicial  Committee,  but  the  com- 
niitlee,  instead  of  sitting  In  ont  rlivtson, 
as  today,  would  sit  In  several  places,  and 
as  the  King  is  president  in  each  of  the 
Dominions  and  is  represented  by  his 
ministers,  and  as  the  Privy  Council  Is 
an  Imperial  body  containing  chief  Jus- 
tices Iti  most  of  the  different  parts  of 
the  Empire,  you  have  got  at  once  a 
court  which  does  not  offend  the  canon 
■which  the  self-governing  dominiona  set 
that  "the  supreme  court  should  not  be 
outside    themselves.' 

"In  this  scheme,"  continued  Lord  Hal-_ 
danc,  "I  see  a  ready  solution  of  the' 
problems  vexing  the  mlnd«  of  many 
statesmen.  Supposing  we  had  a  bound- 
nry  rase  out  In  'Cafiada.  --What  would 
be  more  easy  than  to  export  members 
from  London  to  go  and  sit  as  the  King's 
Imperial  Privy  Council  Committee  in 
Canada  and  deal  with  these  things  on 
the   spot?

LONDON,  Nov  i. — The  Board  of 
Trade  will  shortly  Issue  regulations  for 
the  eatabllBhrnent  of  special  trade 
boards  In  the  sugar,  confectionery, 
aplrlt-maklng,  metal,  linen,  cotton  and 
embroidering  trKdes,  affecting  alto- 
gether two  hundred  thousand  workers, 
many  of  whom  are  women,  working,  it 
Is  allied,  at  Bweated   rates. 


During    the    course    of   Jils    annual 
charge  to  the  Anglican  Synod  last  even- 
ing   the  Lord  Bishop   of   Columbia   made 
ft  very  Important  reference  to  the  .status 
of  ?he  project  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
cathedral  for  Christ  Church  In  this  city. 
His  Lordship's  remarks  were  as  followa: 
"Outwardly,  there  la  little  to  show  for 
our  year's  work  upon  the  new  cathedral 
bulltling.     XevertJlJeless,      the      progress 
that    has   been    mM*  1"   very   real   and 
vary      Important.        After     consultation 
with    a   strong   committee,     who     c§ro«: 
voluntarily    to   our   aid  at   the    call    oiE 
myself   and   of   the   Dean,   It   has      been 
officially  decided  that  the  new  cathedral 
shall    be   built   on   Bishop's   Close.       In 
reaching  this  conclusion,  we  were  very 
greatly   helped  by    the  opinion    of    Mr. 
AV.  D.  Caroe,  an  eminent  English  ecclesi- 
astical   architect,    who    paid   a    visit    to 
Victoria   last  Autumn.     I   think   I    may 
say  that  Mr.  Caroe's  judgment  endorsed 
an  opinion  that  was  growing  In  Weight 
with    many   of  us   as  our   long  and   de- 
tailed   discussions    proceeded.        It    is   a 
matter  of  great  thankfulness  to  me  that 
this    Important    step    has    been    reached 
with   so  large  a  measure  o.(  unanimity. 
The  old  site  is  very  dear  to  many.  Even 
aa   a   newcomer.    It   Is   dear  also    to  me. 
Btit    the    arguments    for    Bishop's    Close 
are   .«!tronger.     It    must    be    remembered 
that    the    present    btillding     stands     well 
over    the   line   of    the  street,        The   new 
building  would,   in  any  case,  have   to  be 
built  considerably    to    the    north     of    Ita, 
present  position.     Further,  wo  must  con- 
sider that  the  present  site  is  too  narrow 
for  a  cathedral  building.     The  transepts 
would    extend    to    within   a  few    feet   of 
either  side,  and  the  great  building  would 
rise   up   almost   directly   from    the   broad 
paved  streets  by  •which  it  would  be  sur- 
rounded. •

"Again,  there  is  no  room  upon  the 
present  site  for  the  disposition  of  sub- 
sidiary buildings,  the  grouping  of  which 
about  the  cathedral  forms  a  very  im- 
portant element  in  the  beauty  of  the 
scheme  as  a  whole.  Once  more,  when 
we  consider  the  view  of  the  cathedral 
from  afar.  Bishop's  Close  will  be  found 
to  possess  all  the  advantages  that  the 
present  site  will  possess  when  the  city 
has  developed  and  high  buildings  sur- 
round our  Cathedral  Sfjuare.  The  tower 
of  the  new  caihe<lrnl.  built  on  Bishojj's 
Close,  will  be  seen  as  far  as  our  present 
tower  can  be  seen.  In  approachin*?  and 
leaving  Victoria  by  sea  tlie  value  of  the 
two  sites  will  be  found  to  coincide  more 
and   more   as    tlie   distance   increasf^s. 

"Mr.  J.  C.  M.  Keith  has  been  appoint- 
ed architect,  and  is  preparing  plana 
based  upon  his  designs  of  more  than 
twenty  years  ago,  revised  new  In  ac- 
cordance with  altered  cIrcumstanceH 
and  thp  change  of  site.  Mr.  W.  IJ.  Caroe 
will  act  with  Mr.  Keith  as  consulting 
architect. 

"('ither  step*  have  been  found  neces- 
sary-, and  arc  now  in  process  of  arrange- 
ment In  order  that  our  procedure  may 
be  simplified  and  the  reeponslbllUy  for 
the  construction  of  the  new  buildings 
rightly  p!a<'Od.  The  present  nlte  will 
be  rf'talned,  and.  In  some  way  still  to  Ije 
dlsi'iissed  and  delermlnod,  utilised  to 
supply  an  endowment  for  the  cathedral 
when  w<»  hsvp  hu!ll  It.  I  trust  that  It 
may  not  bp  long  before  all  preliminary 
stops  are  completed  and  an  sppexl  can 
be  l»B\ied  for  contrUuit  lone  towards  the 
commencement  at  least  of  this  great 
undertaking."

Between    Forty   and   rifty  People   JCiUed 

in    Train    CoUlsion    in   Prance — 

Wreckage  Takes  Plre 

PARIS,  Nov.  4. — The  Mar.ieiUea- 
Parls  express  was  In  collision  tonight 
with  another  train,  and  seven  coaches, 
filled  with  passengers,  were  practically 
reduced  to  splinters.  The  wreckage 
caught  fire.  The  number  of  dead  is 
estimated    at   between   forty  and    nfty. 

The  accident  occurred  ne^r  Melun,  27 
miles  from  Paris.  All  the  doctors  In 
Melun  were  requlpitioned,  and  others 
were  summoned  from  the  surrounding 
towns.

The  four  cornered  contest  In  Massa- 
chusetts resuled  in  the  election  of 
David  I.  Walsh,  Democrat,  and  present 
Lieutenant-Governor,  by  a  plurarlty  of 
more  than  50,000  votes  over  C.  «.  Bird, 
Augustus  P.  Gardner,  Republican  and 
Eugene  N.  Posh.  Independent,  the  lat- 
ter of  whom  waa  thr«o  times  elected 
lo   the   office   as   a   Democrat 

The  triumph  of  the  head  of  tho  fus- 
ion ticket  in  the  City  of  New  York 
was  assured  early  In  the  evening,  al- 
though It  required  later  returns  to 
show  the  almost  complete  defeat  of  the 
Democratic   ticket. 

In  New  York  State  the  He>publlcan« 
gained  control  of  the  aaaembly  by  good 
w-orklng  majority,  but  the  result  for 
chief  Jtistlce  and  aasocUtto  Justice  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals  remained  In  doubt 
at  a  late  hour,  with  the  Etepubllcana 
claiming  the  election  of  both  of  their 
candidates   for  both   of   these   places.

We  have  a  letter  from  Rev.  j.  w. 
Fllnton  In  regard  io  the  unemployed  in 
the  city,  and  are  not.a  little  Imprajsed 
by  what  he  says,  .\nother  correspon- 
dent, also  a  clergyman,  writes  a  private 
I'  tter  on  the  subject,  from  which  we 
lake  the  liberty  of  making  a  few  ex- 
tracts.     He  says; 

"I  thi-nk  it  is  imperative  that  the  Bu- 
reau, or  clearing  house  Tor  labor,  should 
tie  opened,  not  by  the  Goveinment,  or 
I'y  any  private  corporation,  or  indi- 
vidual, hut  by  the  city;  for  this  is,  first 
and  foremost,  the  business  of  the  city; 
and,'  besides,  there  are  Jnany  men  and 
women  who  will  not  allow  their  names 
and    their    disabilities    to   be   advertised. 

The  purpose  of  this  bureau  would  be 
two-fold:  Klrst,  it  would  be  a  place 
%vhere  those  who  really  want  work  could 
hv  illacovi.'red;  and,  second;  It  would  lie 
a  place  where  tho.'se  who  are  not  very 
particular  about  working  or  too  par- 
-  tkular  about  the  kind  of  work,  would 
also    be   discovered. 

This  Bureau  should  be  well  advertised 
in  the  pre.s.«i.  so  that  those  who  want  to 
use  It  would  know  of  Uk  exlwtence.

There  Is  one  feature  emerging  from 
the  situation  that  would  suggest  a  gen- 
efal  election  will  not  be  miich  longer 
delayed:  The  Land  Policy  upon  which 
the  Government  evidently  Intends  to 
stake  its  reputaitlon  in  Its.  next  appeal 
to  the  people  has  been  announced.

One  of  the  most  conspicuous  of 
women  suffragists  in  the  United  States 
l8  Mrs.  Belmont.  This  lady  is  the 
wife  of  a  millionaire,  but  has  on  many 
occasions  shown  an  active  and  very 
helpful  sympathy  with  poor  girls,  who 
are  working  in  the  City  of  New  Vork. 
It  is  more  surprising  to  find  this 
philanthropist  showing  such  a  disre- 
gard for  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  her  fellow  citizens  as  we  are  ac-, 
customed  to  look  upon  as  very  un- 
democratie. 

It  appears  that  Mrs.  Belmont's  home 
in  Newport  is  a  very  beautiful  one.  In 
front  of  It  is  a  walk,  which  has  hither- 
to extended  in  an  unbroken  vista  for 
some  miles.  The  walk  corresponds  to 
one  that  might  exist  along  the  resi- 
dences that  face  the  Dallas  Koad,  with 
this  difference,  that  It  appears  to  bo 
private  property.  Mrs.  Belmont  has 
chosen  to  break  the  "Fisherman's  Walk" 
by  building  a  .Japanese  balcony  In  front 
of  her  Krand  home.  Under  this  orna- 
mental vrrandali  there  Is  a  dark  t\innel 
which  quite  spoils  the  continuity  of  the 
walk. 

In  the  following  paragraph  the  San 
l-'ranclsco  Argonaut  contrasts  Mrs.  Bel- 
mont's action  with  that  of  the  aristo- 
cratic owners  of  "The  stately  homes  of 
Kngland." 

"It  has  sometimes  been  the  custom — 
less  .m)  now  thHU  formerly — to  reproach 
the  rOngUsh  aristocracy  for  caste  in- 
stincts that  are  fatal  to  democratic  In- 
stitutions. It  Is  one  of  those  delusions 
that  are  removed  by  travel.  There  Is 
hardl.v  an  aristocratic  estate  In  Eng- 
land that  for  all  practical  purposes 
does  not  belong  tn  the  public  as  much 
as  to  ItR  legal  owner.  To  place  such 
properties  at  the  perpetual  pleasure  and 
convenience  of  the  public  is  one  of  the 
immemorial  traditions  of  English  arls- 
tocratlcal  life.  The  gates  of  private 
parka,  and  usually  the  doors  of  their 
houses,  are  perpetually  open  to  anyone 
who  wishes  to  enter.  .Nowhere  In  the 
monarchlal  countries  of  the  world 
would  it  be  possible  to  find  such  Inso- 
lent arrogance,  such  rude  contempt  for 
the  public  comfort  as  are  displayed  by 
Mrs.  Belmont.  Nowhens  in  the  arlsto- 
oratlc  circles  of  Europe  would  it  be 
possible  to  And  that  peculiar  and  hate- 
ful variety  of  vulgarity  that  points 
<*teadily  toward  Its  own  purse  as  a 
proof  of  social  si»p«rlority.  And  It 
n«ad  hardly  be  said  that  nowhere  in 
Bhirope,  where  proximity  is  an  aid  to 
familiarity,  would  Mrs.  Belmont,  of  her 
kind,  tM  akle  to  pos«  Is  philanthropists 
or  r«ffenv>rs  without  provofttog  a  pub-

"I  read  recently  in  the  educational 
supplement  of  The  Times  an  account 
of  'domestic  economy  schools,'  and  I 
should  like  to  call  attention  to  the 
widespread  need  of  such  schools.  1 
know  that  quite  recently,  when  12 
girls  In  one  orphanage  were  ready  to 
go  out  to  service,  6B4  applications  were 
made  for  them.  This  plainly  shows 
that  though  such  girls  are  generally 
of  poor  stamina,  and  often  of  unfavor- 
able heredity,  the  fact  that  they  have 
been  trained  gives  them  a  good  start. 
Now  I  have  often  been  told  by  mother.j 
in  different  parts  of  the  country  that 
the  time  when  girls  begin  to  turn 
a,irain»t  tlie  lliought  of  domestic  serv- 
ice is  Ijetween  13  and  14  years  of  age. 
They  are  tired  of  school  work  and  teel 
restless  and  are  apt  to  acquire  Idle 
ways.  Much  jood  would  be  done  if, 
at  this  critical  'age.  they  were  taken  In 
hand  by  wise  and  kind  women,  who 
would  Influence  them  to  look  forward 
to  service  as  the  healthiest  and  hap- 
piest way  o])en  to  them  of  making  a 
living.  The  demand  for  small,  modern 
houses  Is  so  great  at  the  present  time 
that  in  every  town  large  houses,  with 
airy  rooms  and  good  kitchen  accommo- 
dation, are  standing  empty;  these  can 
be  hired  or  bought  very  cheaply,  and 
would  be  admirably  suited  for  train- 
in'?  homes  for  20  or  30  girls.  There  is 
one  such  at  Derby,  maybe  others, 
where  girls  can  be  received  from  13 
years  ohl.  and  Rarefull>'  trained.  1 
have  had  40  years'  experience  in  train- 
ing young  servants,  and,  in  spite  of 
some  diaappoitments,  I  think  that  no 
work  can  bring  a  greater  reward  to 
the  worker.  Such  work  Is  needed  more 
than  ever  at  a  time  when  so  many  In- 
fluences are  leading  girls  in  wrong  di- 
rections and  setting  them  against  the 
real  happiness  of  ministering  to  others." 
In  our  schools  we  are  training:  young 
girls  In  the  duties  of  housewifery.  Few 
of  these,  however,  will  become  workers 
In  other  homes  than  their  own.  There 
is  a  great  need  for  a  system  of  train- 
ing which  will  nt  young  women  for 
domestic   work.

When  a  mother  gives  her  girls  and 
boys  permission  to  go  tn  a  friend's 
house  to  a  party,  she  does  not  expect 
them  back  till  eleven  or  twelve  o'clock. 
She  makes  provision  that.  In  caje  of 
her  daughters,  they  shall  have  a.  suit- 
able escort,  or  she  sends  for  them 
herself. 

It.  may  be  that  we  are  wrong  In  al- 
lowing our  children  to  stay  out  so  late. 
Most  of  them  must  he  at  business  or 
at  school  by  nine  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, If  not  before.  But  the  custom  has 
become  fixed  and  few  of  those  who 
have  grown  up  children  would  think  of 
breaking   it. 

Should,  howe^er,  one  of  the  guests 
hold  a  position  as  domestic  worker,  her 
mistress  would,  In  all  probability,  in- 
sist that  she  be  in  tiy  ten.  or  half  past 
ten  at"  the  latest.  This  may  be  neces- 
sary, but  anyone  who  puts  herself  In 
the  place  of  the  young  woman  forced 
to  slip  away  when  the  fun  Is  at  its 
best,  will  wonder  if  there  might  not  be 
a  wise  li'xity  In  keeping  a  wholesome 
rule.  There  is  not  too  much  hright- 
ncH«  in  our  lives  and  youth  needs  to 
store    up    happy    memories.

That    as- 
sociation   ha;*    been    in      ex'stence      for 
twenty-one    years,    and    is      today.      the 
largest    swimming   association      in      the 
world.

190S    it    was    more    than    10,000    and    In 
1911     it     mounted     above     12,000,     while 
during    the   entire   period    the   prodigious 
total     of     110,000     was     reached.       Other 
large  cities  in  Great  Britain   have   their 
school       swimming      associations,      and 
though    the    totals   of   certificates    Issued 
do   not   approach   these  above   quoted,   it 
Is  not  surprising   to  find   that  boys  and 
girls  who  come  from   the  other  aide   to 
the    Dominion    are      generally      capable 
swimmers.

4.— ^Mth  the 
court  room  mill  an  a  churrh,  every  ear 
was  strained  \o  c«toli  tho  story  told  by 
William  Hamilton  In  tho  witness  box  at 
the  asKlxes  this  afternoon  In  the  trial 
of  Herman  F.  Clarke,  and  Krnnk  r)avl», 
charged  with  the  murder  of  Police  Con- 
stable   Arcihlbald,    on    May    27    last.

was  a  dmmatic  recital.  His  utterances 
were  low-toned  and  devoid  of  oratorical 
effect.  The  two  accused  occupied  the 
opposite  corners  of  the  prisoner's  box. 
Ubth  were  handcuffed,  and  behind  each 
stood  an  offloar  of  tha,  Provincial  po- 
Ucs.
